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Selectmen’s Report 

To the taxpayers of the town of West Rutland: 

The selectmen have drawn orders during the year 
amounting to $14,137,70, paying $2,000 of the 3%% 
bonds and reducing the overdraft $947,08, making a 
total reduction of the town debt of $2,947.08. 

The expense of the poor was $2,265.11, which was 
$18.72 more than the previous year. There was ex- 
pended on State road $961.80, exceeding the previous 
year by $655,28, The State paid $549.71 of this amount 
Oiling the streets cost $634,30. 

Receipts from town hall amounted to $571.75, and 
the expense was $875.90, which includes improvements 
of matting for stairs, $88.03; wall in basement $60.17: 
and wiring, $50.53. The schools paid no rent for their 
rooms. 

The overdraft debt of $5,144.22 should be paid off 
as soon as possible in order to reduce the interest ac- 
count.
